Bloody Attack: Three

He said he’s lived on the 
street for about 14 years 
and has never heard any¬ 
thing like this happening in 
town before. 

“Holy smokes ... but in 
Didsbury? That's just unbe¬ 
lievable, that’s scary." 

Cody Wood, Didsbury 
resident was just as 
shocked saying he’d never 
heard of anything to this 
extent occurring in town.

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Sexting 'phenomenon' continues amongst local teens

Police art 1 asking par¬ 
ents to speak with their 
children about Internet 
safety. Another teen girl 
from the community 
reported to police last 
week that she had been 
involved with sexting. 
The girl, whose age police 
won’t release to protect 
her identity, sent over 100 
naked photos of herself 
to a man they believe to 
be in Calgary. 

“This is another sad 
case of this phenome¬ 
non," said Cpl. Warren 
Wright. “Parents need to 


know and need to ask 
questions,” he said. 

The girl originally met 
the man on Facebook and 
over the course of about 
nine months began send¬ 
ing photos to him from 
her phone. Police believe 
the male is in his 20s. The 
case is currently under 
investigation and is 
involving the Internet 
Child Exploitation Team 
out of Calgary. 

“When you open that 
door you lose control," 
said Wright. “You don’t 
know what can happen 
next. What if they come 
back to haunt you?" 

The phenomenon, 


caught on by teens all 
across Canada is catching 
the attention of media 
and awareness groups. 


Statistics from the 
Nielsen Company study 
released in October show 
teens are texting eight 


times more than they 
were this time last year. 
The average teen sends 
3,339 texts per month. 


That’s more than six texts 
per waking hour. 

“Considering the main 
form of communication 


for much of today’s gener¬ 
ation is through text-mes¬ 
saging, the need for safe- 
texting education is 
imperative," said Lianna 
McDonald, executive 
director of the Canadian 
Centre for Child 
Protection. 

The centre launched a 
new website on Friday, 
texted.ca, an innovative 
website designed to help 
teach children safe tex¬ 
ting practices. 

The site allows users to 
send in their ideas on how 
they would respond to 
someone asking them to 
sext, and provides tips for 
kids as well. 


I^asl week marked the 
national bullying aware¬ 
ness week and media sta¬ 
tions, such as MTV 
Canada aired several 
shows, including Sexting 
in America: when privates 
go public, at) hour-long 
feature that documents 
the frequency and conse¬ 
quences of sending or for¬ 
warding nude, sexually 
suggestive or explicit pic¬ 
tures from a cell or 
online. 

“Parents need to open 
lines of communication 
with their daughters. We 
don’t want to see it hap¬ 
pen to any more girls,” 
said Wright.

'Winter has arrived 1

Didsbury residents woke 
up to a winter wonderland 
last Tuesday after enjoying 
a long stretch of fall 
weather right up until 
Monday evening. 

And it looks as though 
the white stuff is here to 
stay. Last week in 
Didsbury temperatures 
reached highs of -15 to -20 
in the day with tempera¬ 
tures dropping as far as -25 
in the evening. David 
Phillips, senior climatolo¬ 
gist with Environment 
Canada expects to see 
these temperatures contin¬ 
ue this week. 

“It’s a dozen degrees 
colder than average 
November. This has to be 
hard, even for Albertans to 
take," he said. With tem¬ 
peratures earlier this 
month at least five degrees 
higher than average, 
Phillips said “it’s like a slap 
in the face,” to see the 
drop come so soon. 

“Winter has arrived 
...This is it. What you see 
is likely what you get." 
Phillips predicts Albertans 
will experience a colder 
winter than what’s been 
seen in the last couple of 
years due to l^i Nina. 

“With La Nina you’ll see 


more arctic than Pacific 
air. What you could see 
until the middle of the 
week is showing the per¬ 
sonality of what winter 
will be. It will seem like a 
winter colder than nor¬ 
mal,” he said. 


While people are out this 
week shovelling their 
drives and clearing their 
vehicles, town employees 
are gearing up to plough 
and sand roads in town. 

Council approved last 
week a request from pub¬ 
lic works to declare 
December to March “win¬ 
ter service period” for the 
department. 

Until then, the depart¬ 
ment will not be in a 
heightened state of readi¬ 
ness and residents should 
expect longer response 
times to snow and ice 
events, explains a request 
for decision presented to 


council last week from 
public works. 

This is the first time to 
declare a w inter mode and 
Mark Sture, manager of 
public works hopes this 
will increase awareness 
with citizens. 


“The purpose of desig¬ 
nating a winter service 
period is to identify to the 
public when we guarantee 
we will be ready; it also 
affects how we schedule 
our on-call service,” he 
said in an e-mail to the 
Review. 

Sture said although 
December to March will 
be the designated period 
the public can expect to 
see town employees out 
ploughing the roads, for 
example, it doesn’t mean 
this won’t happen before 
or after the designated 
months. 

“We are ready for the 


winter and our personnel 
has been ploughing and 
sanding the town’s roads 
since the snow started a 
couple of days ago,” he 
wrote on Wednesday. 

He said he checks the 
weather forecast at least 
twice a day to make sure 
the department is readying 
for impending weather 
changes. 

It also serves to advise 
residents and businesses 
in town when they can 
expect services to be run¬ 
ning, explained CAO Roy 
Brown to council last 
week. 

Conn. Rick Mousseau 
asked to declare winter 
service period as early as 
October. “There’s snow, 
and it’s November,” he 
said. 

“The town is no longer 
doing services that would 
be done in fall; he’s (Sture) 
is doing winter stuff now. 
If we do that for 
November, and we’ve had 
a very good November, 
then we won’t get stuff 
done like mowing the 
lawns," said Coun. Ray 
Anderson. 

Council agreed to 
approve the mont hs 
December to March as the 
winter service months for 
the first year, and see how 
it works.

No parking zone along 19th street receives approval

Big-rig drivers used to 
parking along 19th Street 
in town, will have to look 
for new spots to rest their 
vehicles on off time after 
council unanimously 
approved a ltd foot no¬ 
parking zone in the indus¬ 
trial area last week. 

“It is (congested there). 
People just park any¬ 
where,” said councillor 
Gayle Veno of the 
described crowded road¬ 
way. 

People of Tara (iilfield 
Services requested a no 
parking zone at the indus¬ 
trial entrance of 19th 
Street that will span 93 
feet from the north end of 
the main Tara Oilfield 


Services office building to 
the end of their lot located 
on the east side of the 
street. This no parking 
zone will include clear¬ 
ance of at least 150 feet on 
the west of 19th Street 
directly in front of the 
entrance gate to Tara 
(iilfield Services. 

“This would greatly 
improve the safety and 
insurability for our 
employees, suppliers, as 
well as the general public,” 
noted Sarah Venneman, 
health and safety execu¬ 
tive for the company in a 
letter presented to coun¬ 
cil. 

She described an acci¬ 
dent early in November 
where a company truck 
was pulling out of the lot 
and clipped the end of a 


truck parked closely to 
their entrance. 

“1 think one of the prob¬ 
lems with a truck parked 
right there is it cuts down 
on visibility," said council¬ 
lor Ray Anderson. 

Signs will cost the town 
an estimated $100 each. 
The public works depart¬ 
ment will purchase and 
install five signs - two on 
the east sick- of tin* road 
and three on the west side. 

“Where are the trucks 
then going to?" quizzed 
councillor Lavar Adams. “I 
recognize the importance 
of the no parking zone but 
these long haulers - they 
have a difficult enough 
time finding places to park 
when 150 feet isn’t taken 
up by a natural roadway. 
Do we have an idea where 


they can park so there’s 
easier access for them as 
well?” 

Roy Brown, CAO, sug¬ 
gested there could be a 
business opportunity in 
Didsbury, providing park¬ 
ing for these trucks. 

“In most municipalities 
trucks are responsible for 
finding their own parking 
usually on private parking 
where they pay,” he said. 

Councillor Gail Now Ian, 
acting mayor in Brian 
Widal's absence, asked if 
notices would go up first 
to notify tin 1 public. 

“Usually what they'll 
(peace officers) do is give 
out warnings, just to bring 
awareness because it’s sill 
new," said manager of leg 
islative services, Luana 
Smith

» When a 16-year-old Central 

, , - Alberta girl was recently abduct- 

ed and sexually assaulted by a 
man dressed as a police officer 
it sent shock waves across the 
region and the nation. 

And although the man responsible has now been 
sentenced to a lengthy term of imprisonment for 
his horrific crimes, the very fact that he was able 
to trick his victim into his vehicle because she 
believed he was a peace officer makes his 
offences all the more shocking and troubling. 

In response, Red Deer Conservative MP Earl 
Dreeshen has introduced a private member’s bill, 

C-576, that would make posing as a peace officer 
in the commission of a crime an aggravating fac¬ 
tor in sentencing. 

While it is already unlawful to pose as a peace 
officer, Dreeshen’s bill would add another level to 
the crime, making it mandatory for sentencing 
judges to consider the impersonation of an officer 
in an even more serious light . 

Dreeshen’s bill would amend the Criminal Code 
by adding the following: “If a person is convicted 
of an offence under Section 130, the court impos¬ 
ing the sentence on the person shall consider as 
an aggravating circumstance the fact that the 
accused personated a peace officer for the pur¬ 
pose of facilitating the commission of another 
offence.” 

The maximum penalty for impersonating a 
peace officer during the commission of a crime is 
five years imprisonment. 

In introducing his bill in the House of Commons, 

Dreeshen said crimes such as the West Central 
Alberta abduction and sexual assault cry out for 
severe judicial response. 

“When citizens see a police uniform, they natu¬ 
rally trust the authority that comes with it,” said 
Dreeshen. “Personating a peace officer is a seri¬ 
ous breach of the public’s trust, and it has the 
same effect as using a weapon. It forces the victim JOHN BARLOW 
to submit.” 

While private member’s bills are sometimes 
introduced for purely political reasons, with one 
party or another trying to score points against the 
other side, MP Dreeshen’s bill is something entire¬ 
ly different. 

In this case, it is legislation that touches on the 
safety and security of each and every Canadian, 
and if passed would be an important and worth¬ 
while addition to the Criminal Code. 

“It is my hope that all my colleagues can recog¬ 
nize the importance of this bill and will see that it 
is worth supporting," said Dreeshen. 

Hopefully, MPs will work together to ensure 
Dreeshen’s bill becomes law without undue delay. 

All peace officers in Canada are required to 
carry photo identification and badges. Anyone 
who believes the officer he or she may happen to 
come into contact with is not a legitimate officer 
should call 911.

Guest Editorial 

New mission should be voted on 


Parliament might reign 
supreme in Canada, but you 
wouldn’t know it from Stephen 
Harper and his Conservatives 
continually attempting to cir¬ 
cumvent its authority. The latest 
example is the prime minister’s 
argument that flip-flopping on 
Canada’s combat mission in 
Afghanistan is a matter the exec¬ 
utive branch — and not legisla¬ 
tors — can make without con¬ 
sulting the representatives of the 
people. 

With Canada’s combat mission 
legislated to end in the summer 
of 2011, the Conservatives have 
now decided to keep Canadian 
Forces’ troops overseas to con¬ 
tinue training with the armed 
forces and police services of 
Afghanistan. The announcement 
finally came out last week — on 
Remembrance Day — after days 
of speculation. 

After being pounded in 
Question Period by every single 
opposition party, the 
Conservatives were scheduled to 


announce the bulk of the plan 
last week, some of which still 
has to be refined with NATO 
allies. It appears 950 troops will 
be deployed until 2014 and will 
be tasked specifically with train¬ 
ing the Afghan National Army 
and police. They will be 
deployed outside Kandahar — 
which has seen some of the 
bloodiest fighting of the insur¬ 
gency, but some troops likely 
will be stationed at other bases 
where the potential for danger 
and combat exists. 

This is why a vote in the House 
of Commons to extend the mis¬ 
sion is critical. The Canadian 
public, already unhappy with 
Canada’s presence in 
Afghanistan, which will have 
almost reached the 10-year mark 
by the time troops start leaving, 
is unlikely willing to stomach 
any more death and destruction 
in a country that, from its per¬ 
spective, has hardly changed 
since our troops first arrived. 

The original resolution calling 


for an end to the mission, passed 
overwhelmingly in 2008, did con¬ 
tain wording that would appear 
to indicate any changes to the 
mission past 2011 can be made 
without a vote in Parliament, but 
the wording deals more with 
finances and aid. Harper himself 
has been repeatedly quoted as 
saying after 2011, the mission 
will become more civilian-driven 
and aid-focused and that all sol¬ 
diers will be removed from the¬ 
atre. What we have now is an 
astounding political flip-flop that 
voters and members of the oppo¬ 
sition aren’t taking lightly. There 
is no doubt that pressure from 
NATO, which sees itself commit¬ 
ted to the country until 2014 at 
least, factored into the decision. 

But 1 larper’s decision to skirt a 
vote on the issue is another 
example of the disdain in which 
he holds the lower house of 
Parliament. This is the prime 
minister who was, with his party, 
almost found in contempt twice, 
once for not handing over 


requested documents and anoth¬ 
er time by refusing to let political 
staff testify at committee hear¬ 
ings into possible staff wrongdo¬ 
ing. While the Liberals might tac¬ 
itly support this newest run¬ 
around, it is only because they 
don’t want to face the potential 
backlash of allowing its MPs to 
vote on the issue as they please. 
The Liberal Party is divided 
enough — the last thing Michael 
Ignat ieff wants is to make that 
even more public. 

There are too many questions 
that need answering for the pub¬ 
lic to simply trust Harper to 
make the decision on his own. 
There are also the lives of more 
Canadian soldiers at stake. 
Voters deserve a say in what hap¬ 
pens next and the best way to 
give them a voice is to allow for 
a vote in the House of Commons. 
Anything else is simply another 
attempt by Harper to circumvent 
the rules to fit his own agenda.

Didsbury aquatic centre gets approved for upgrades 


A $388, 895 project It) replace the pool’s HVAC unit and 
finish other repairs was approved by council on 
Tuesday. 

Project funding will come from a combination of 
recreation infrastructure Canada program (RiNC) grant 
and the municipal sustainability initiative grants (MSI). 

Previous council approved $130,000 grant from MSI, 
$104, 098 front RiNC, leaving $154,197 to come from the 
town. Administration expects $53,969 from Mountain 
View County capital portion, bringing the town’s share 
down to $154,197. 

“So with the county portion ... there's not debate 
there, we just send in the amount?” asked Gail Nowlan, 


acting mayor at council. 

“The mayor did send Reeve Munro a request to look at 
this. I’ve talked to the manager of community services; 
she feels it is a reasonable request. I can’t make a prom¬ 
ise' but ... the reeve did make a comment that his plat¬ 
form is cooperating with the towns and paying their fair 
share," said CAO Roy Brown. 

Administration is also looking to free up more money 
from the RiNC funding. 

“We will try and secure additional RiNC funding. They 
let me know funding has been freed up because not all 
municipalities made the deadlines,” said Kynan Larson, 
chief financial offieei. 


The pool is in critical need of a new heating ventilation 
system explained Nicole Aaseon, to the Review last 
week. A structural review of the waterslide in July deter¬ 
mined chlorides had resulted in structural steel damage 
cause by corrosion of varying states. It also appeared the 
slide had not been protected with a proper coaling to 
resist corrosion. 

Costs associated with replacing and engineering the 
new IIVAC system total $281, 375 and other repairs 
including waterslide repairs, pump and pool filter total 
$107, 520. The estimated time to fix repairs and replace 
the HVAC system is three months and the pool will close 
ftom January to March. 


Council asks interim senior housing CAO about projects 


Council and administration wanted to know when 
Didsbury could expect to see a figure for the Mount View 
Lodge Project in Olds during a question and answer peri¬ 
od between council and Sam Smalldon, interim CAO for 
Mountain View Housing during council last week. 

The project, originally priced at $17.7 million, has 
undergone cost overruns from faulty construction with 
original contractor Stratum Developments. 

“We asked back in May for a budget in regards to the 
Olds building project and I read in the paper tonight that 
it’s a moving target which bothers me somewhat because 
by now it should be far from a moving target. When 


should council expect a budget to find out where we 
are?” asked CAO Roy Brown. 

Smalldon said he expects to get financial reports 
including capital project reports for next meeting and 
said he was meeting with the project manager on Friday 
to begin. “My best guess would be in about a month," he 
said. He also said it would be reasonable to expect a new 
business plan in June. 

Smalldon also dispelled rumours of a project com¬ 
mencing in Sundre saying he wasn't aware of funding for 
any projects in Sundre. 

Under the Alberta Housing Act, MVSH can requisition 


member municipalities to cover its budget shortfalls, 
with rates based on equalized assessment. The total req¬ 
uisition for 2010 was $506, 883, with $41, 685.12 from 
Didsbury, which Smalldon said is $2, 717 less than last 
year. 

“I’m quite aware that 2009-12 business plan had identi¬ 
fied there would be no increase in the requisition. In fact 
it went a little further as far that in the next five years 
there would be a planned elimination of the requisition. 
That particular business plan I believe will have to be 
reviewed by the new board so I can’t really speak to 
that." said Smalldon. 


Contract proposal to alleviate plumbing problems 


The public works department will be 
looking for a qualified plumber to act as 
an on-call private contractor residents 
can contact for work when needed, to 
cut down on the amount of visits town 
workers make on private property. 

“I see this as providing a service for 
the community,” said Deputy Mayor Gail 
Nowlan of the idea. 

In a year, the town receives about 50 


calls from residents with blocked sewer 
lines, estimates CAO Roy Brown. 

Finding a qualified plumber on week¬ 
ends and holidays had people calling the 
town for help, he explained. 

“The second issue we had is one 
plumber did not have the equipment that 
is satisfactory. So what happens is he 
will get out a snake that will open the 
line temporarily and will just push the 


problem further down and possibly into 
town portion of the line. ... so three or 
four days later our people get a call,” he 
said. 

The contractor would establish with 
the town a set rate for his work and also 
provide a camera to establish who 
should be paying for the work, the town 
or the owner. When people call the town 
for help, employees will refer them to 


the contractor. 

“The advantage would be he’d be stuck 
on a certain rate,” said Coun. Ray 
Anderson. 

“We’re giving them an option. Here’s an 
individual that we as a town recommend 
because he meets the qualifications 
we’ve set out. Or call your own 
plumber,” said Coun. Lavar Adams.

Though the coin-operat¬ 
ed machine has been 
replaced, council has 
decided to take into con¬ 
sideration a new keypad 
water dispenser costing 
approximately $10,000 
plus an additional $3,000 
for taxes and installation 
for the 2011 budget. 

The purpose of the key 
code dispenser is to 
enable monthly billing of 
regular customers as 
opposed to having them 
carry coins in their 
trucks. 

“How long will it take to 
get back that $10,000?" 
questioned Hay Anderson 
on Tuesday evening. 

A service check on 
October 22 determined 
the previous coin-operat¬ 
ed dispenser was mal¬ 
functioning. It was dated 
and still issuing imperial 
measurements. Because 
employees don’t know 
when the machine 
stopped working, it’s hard 
to determine how much 
water was wasted. The 
new coin-operated dis¬ 
penser cost $3,000 plus 
tax and operates in metric 
measurements. 

Council didn’t get into 
specifics about how much 
money they would get 
back from the machine, 
deciding to discuss it in 
more detail during the 
budget meeting.

Warnings not deterring 
Canadians from travel

With recent warnings from the Canadian 
government about travelling to Mexico, 
people may be thinking twice before trad¬ 
ing winter blues for a warm spot on sandy 
beaches. 

An explosion at the Grand Riviera 
Princess in Plya del Carmen November 14 
killed seven people including five 
Canadians and is just one recent example 
of tourist fatalities. 

In October, the body of Ontario man 
Daniel Dion was found stuffed in the truck 
of a torched car in Acapulco, Mexico. In 
June, Kenneth Klowak of Ontario was 
shot when a gunman climbed onto a vehi¬ 
cle he w as in and starting shooting. And in 
March, Yves Guay of Calgary was shot in 
the leg when vacationing in an RV park in 
Mazat lan. Guay did recover. 

But travel agencies say warnings aren’t 
deterring Canadians from heading down 
south. 

“We haven’t experienced any problems 
with our Mexico bookings or anyone trav¬ 
elling to Mexico,” said Linda Vernon- 
Third, owner of Carlson Wagonlit Don’s 
World Travel Services in Didsbury. 

She said it’s a little premature to know 
whether there could be an impact on trav¬ 
ellers heading to Mexico but so far hasn’t 
had any clients pulling out of vacations 
and hasn’t seen a drop in interest. 

Warnings from Foreign Affairs and 
International Trade advise Canadians 
travelling to Mexico to exercise a high 
degree of caution and said high levels of 
criminal activity and demonstrations and 
protest remain a concern throughout the 
country. 

Gary Ralph, director of communications 
and marketing for the Association of 
Canadian Travellers said travelling to 
Mexico is up 10 per cent this year. 


“Certainly nobody has reported any 
slowdown to us so I'm assuming it’s still 
on track and it’s still increasing," he said. 

“Canadians are pretty clever about 
going and travel and they’re not alarmists 
generally.” 

Ralph doesn’t expect prices to drop any¬ 
time soon either. 

“I really doubt if it’s going to go down - 
and certainly not because of this incident. 
That may be a local thing, you know, and 
they may go down a little bit in the Mayan 
Riviera and so called, but that depends on 
whether the media keeps up on the man¬ 
grove swamp and the gits thing and so on, 
but 1 would expect if that dies down or if 
there’s any resolution of it, if it’s given a 
clean bill or whatever, then even that will 
go away. So I’m assuming people are 
going to keep going." 

He said anyone who’s purchased a tick¬ 
et to Mexico and is now feeling skittish 
about going will have a hard time refund¬ 
ing their tickets. 

“If you just don’t want to go, there’s very 
little chance of you getting your money 
back ... if they were unable to go because 
of the hotel or something like that then 
they could go to their credit card compa¬ 
ny and see if they could get a full refund. 
But you can’t just decide, ‘well I don’t like 
it because it might be dangerous and hope 
to get everything back.’” 

Maria Noren of Sky and Sea Travel in 
Carstairs hasn’t noticed anyone wanting 
tc refund their trip. 

“1 think people should stay away from 
the north,” she said referring to the high 
level of violence linked to drug trafficking 
in the area. 

She said if prices will drop, it would 
occur in the new year. 

“An evaluation will come at the end of 
the year and if we see there was a drop in 
tourism in the last couple of months, you 
could see sales in the new year.”
